The courtroom was crowded in the ex-

important enough to crush Caillaux.

Mexico City, July 22.—That an armistice between the govern- 
ment and the Constitutionalists was signed tonight and that hostili- 
ties will be suspended at once throughout the republic was the state- 
ment given out tonight by Gen, Eduardo Iturbide, governor of the 
federal district, in the name of President Carvajal. 

Gov. Iturbide added that the peace negotiations will be advanced 
upon a basis giving full guarantees to everybody. This is taken to 
mean that Gen. Carranza has agreed to a general amnesty, which 
is the chief point for which President Carvajal has been contending. 

A majority of the Madero congressmen are gathered here await- 
ing the sanction of Gen, Carranza to reassemble and elect a pro- 
visional prresident to succeed Carvajal and to hold office until a gen- 


FORCE UNDER GEN. ROJAS REVOLTS. 


Gen. Antonio Rojas, a former revolutionary leader, who later 
became a Federal chief, revolted today with 200 men of the Federal 
troops stationed at Iacubaya, a suburb of the capital.

Execute Prisoners Taken in Two 
Hour Defense of Cape City—Rev- 
Olutionists Routed. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—Many Hai- 
tian rebels were summarily executed at 
Cape Haitien today after the govern- 
ment forces had won a flerce two hour 
battle in the streets with 500 revolution-

The rebels left their dead and wound- 
ed on the field and many threw away 
their arms,"’ said the report.

LONDON, July 22.—The members of 

the Chicago railways terminal commis- 
sion of aldermen and experts who stayed 
on the $30 per day job in London today 
studied docks, freight handling appli- 
ances, tramways, galleries for public util- 
ities, and vice at the music halls. 

Walter Fisher's Warwick castle junket 
drew off only two of the city employés, 
J. D. Shoop and Secretary Larson of the 
school board, from their studies. Chaltr- 
man J. F. Wallace made such a roar about 
the others going that many withdrew 
their acceptances to the Warwick lunch- 
eon. 

The London “ standpatters "’ broke up 
into small groups and thus collected a 
vast amount of detailed information. The 
result was a busy, profitable day. 


Explore the Galleries. 
Messrs. L. E. McGann and W. J. Healy 
examined London's new public utilities 
galleries, forges, and water mains, tele- 
phone, telegraph, and electric lighting 
(wires. The London county council as- 
‘signed Engineer Humphreys to our peo- 
ple, and they explored half a mile of 
|galleries. There is not one foot of this 
| kind of construction in Chicago, and as 
a consequence expensive pavements con- 
stantiy are being ripped up to permit 
the imstallation of new pipes and wires. 
McGann says this has heiped turn his 
hair white. Today he saw forty eight 
inch mains in galleries twelve feet wide 
at the base and seven feet high. He 
says London bullds galleries with an eye 
to the requirements of generations to 
come. Experiments baged on the few 
miles of galleries now buik are most 
satisfactory. 

Their construction da net very -expen-_ 
~ requiring three rings of _ brick. 
Revenue is o>tained by charging cor- 
porations ip accordance with the size of 
the pipes they lay in the galleries. Ald. 
Richert, enchanted with the galleries, 
points to the wicked waste on Archer 
avenue, in his ward, where repairing the 
pavement after pipe laying exceeds the 
pavement’s original cost.

Committee of Fifteen Reports Closing 
of Five Hundred Resorts in Crusade. 


IVE hundred and eighteen disor- 
ws derly places have been closed or so 
harassed they are in a quiescent 
state, and more than a thcusand 
women engaged in the levee traffic 
have been forced to leave the city since 
the organized attack on vice was begup 
late in 1912, according to the annual re- 
port of the Committee of Fifteen made 
public yesterday. 
This report, made up chiefly of the re- 
view of the work submitted to the presi- 
dent and directors by the superintendent, 
S. P. Thrasher, points out the committee's 
efforts have been successful largely for 
two reasons—publicity and the awaken- 
ing of public conscience. 


Mr. Thrasher’s Report. 
Mr. Thrashers findings in part are as 
follows: 
“In submitting my first annual report 
I wish to call attention to two significant 
facts. 
** First: The Committee of Fifteen has 
dealt such a crippling blow to prostitu- 
tion as a business enterprise that the vice 
interests have come to fear the Commit- 
tee more than they do any other force 
in Chicago. 
“Becond: The public conscience has 
been aroused. In the report of the vice 
commission I find these words: ‘ We be- 
lieve Chicago has a public conscience 
which, when aroused, cannot be easily 
stilled.” It is evident that that conscience 
has been stirred as never before, 
** The committee has directed its efforts 
chiefly to the work of destroying market 
places for traffic in women. We have a 
list of 518 places where immoralit¥ was 
carried on more or less openly one year 
ago, or since, which are now closed, or 
against which we can obtain no evidence. 
/“*In addition, we have much evidence 
to prove that many owners have directly, 
or through the police, ejected many ten- 
ants. The chief weapon used in this war- 
fare has been publicity. The publishing 
of the names of the owners of rea] estate, 
in connection with the keepers of immoral 
resorts, has been tremendously effective. 


Eew in Residence Sections, 
“Statements industriously circulated 
to the effect that the breaking up of the 
vice district has driven prostitutes into 
respectable neighborhoods is not true to 
any great extent. That many profes- 
sional prostitutes have taken up their 
abode in residential districts is true, but 
it is also true that the district which they 
left is largely residential, and the pity 
of it is that residents of that district

An Appeal ‘to 
Chicago Parents. 


In “An Appeal to the Fathers and 
Mothers of Chieago'’’ the Committee of 
Fifteen says: 

The 15,000 to 20,000 professional 
prostitutes in Chicago came from so 
many homes somewhere in this wide 
world. How many thousands of 
fathers and mothers are now praying 
and hoping that their daughters who 
went out of their lives, perhaps years 
ago, perhaps only a few days ago, may 
yet return, God an!ly kncws. 

It is conservatively estimated that 
5,000 recruits from amorg the daugh- 
ters of fathers and mothers must be 
drawn into this net every year. Shal! 
your daughter be among them? It 
takes many thousands of young men 
and boys to make this horrible buai- 
ness in Chicago profitable. Are your 
sons among them? Thousands of 
homes in Chicago are overshadowed 
by this pestilential cloud called vice. 
Is your home in the shadow? 

The Committee of Fifteen waschief- 
ly responsible during the last year for 
closing the doors of more than 400 re- 
sorts where the bodies and souls of 
women were sold for money and where 
thousands of boys were started on the 
road to ruin: Cannot you lend a hand 
to deal a more crippling blow to the 
thousands of infamous dens that still 
remain? 

The Committee of Fifteen also was 
instrumental in restoring thirty-two 
girls to their parents orin having them 
committed to correctional institutions. 

The burden of expense last ye®& was 
borne by a few hundred men and 
women. We ahould have several 
thousand fathers and mothers enlist- 
ed in this warfare. Will you not be 
among them, for the sake of your sons, 
your daughters, your homes, and your 
city?

“The volume of the business has been 
reduced materially. A year ago our 
investigators could gain easy access to 
from twenty to thirty places in a single 
night; now it is extremely difficult for 
them to gain admittance to any place 
without strategy of some sort. 

“Our reco:cds show that ninety-four 
persons have been arrested for pander- 
ing and related crimes. The total amount 
of fines and costs imposed upon thirty- 
eight persons has been $11,182. Two 
thousand dollars in bonds have been for- 
feited, making a total of $13,182, which 


has been imposed as moncy penalties. 
Thirty-two girls have becn restored to 
their parents or sent to correctional in- 
stitutions. 


District Practically Closed. 

‘“‘It is admitted the old vice district is 
pratically closed. It would be absurd to 
say that vice has been obliterated, but 
some of the most notorious resorts are 
included in the places put out of business. 

“In the 400 houses of ill fame there 
were, according to conservative easti- 
mates, 2,000 profesional prostitutes. A 
conservative estimate as to the gross in- 
come would be $10 per day per woman, 
which would mean $20,000 daily, or $7,300- 
000 in a single year. At least 8O per cent 
of this amount was paid to about 1,500 
keepers, runners, macques, and panders, 
the male exploiters of these women. No 
wonder the vice interests are in a panic. 


Praise for Funkhouser, 

‘It would be idle to say that the com- 
mittee has directly closed all these places. 
To Chief Gleason, Second Deputy F'unk- 
houser, Morals Inspector Dannenberg 
and Lieut. Grady can be given much 
credit for the direct attack upon these 
immoral institutions. 

‘* One of the most persistent rumors set 
afloat by the vice interests is that the 
assaults upon decent women have in- 
creased largely since the attack in the 
fall of 1912 was made upon the red light 
district. The cfficial reports show that 
during the year of 1912 there were 317 
cases of assault, .and the year following, 
1918, there was 303, a decrease of nearly 
13 per cent. 

‘It is variously estimated that from 
1,000 to 3,000 professional prostitutes 
have left the city during the last year. 

‘* The vice king, however, is not de- 
throned. His territory has been invaded 
and he has been tremendously hampered, 
but he is yet a formidable adversary. If 
this work is pursued with persistent de- 
termination we may hold what we have 
gained and make still further inroads. 

‘The Juvenile Protective association, 
the Coulter house, the Chicago Lawand 
Order league, the Hyde Park Protective 
association, and the United Charities 
have aided greatly by their codperation."’ 


Local Councils Formed. 

The report of George J. Anderson, sec- 
retary in charge of organization work, 
points out: ‘“‘ The committee recently be- 
gan the organization of local councils, 
There are now twelve of these bodies 
fully organized, with a total membership 
of 1,100. They are appealing to their re- 
spective constituencies, are enrolling 
members, and planning aid for unfortu- 
nate girls. 

“Each council is governed by a board 
of nine directors, many of whom, both 
men and women, are leaders in various 
lines of activity.”

Hoyne Is Jubilant.

Of this 
Hoyne would say nothing, but he smiled 
a satisfaction made eloquent by his si- 
lences. 
That Mr. Hoyne “put one over” on 
the powers that be is indicated by the 
fact that he has in custody two men 
vhom the levee kings believed to be 
safely out of town. One of these men, 
Morris Graham, alias ‘‘ The Yeliow," a 
waiter at the saloon of William Leathers. 
20 East Twenty-second street. has been 
ia custody at the East Chicago avenue 
police station since Saturday, but this di¢ 
not become publicly known until) yester- 
day afternoon, when he appeared before 
the grand jury. 
The other prisoner, Joe Moresco, has 
been in custody since Monday afternoon. 
Both have been held incommunicadc, 
and they will be kept so until the state’s 
attcrney is through with them.

He was one of the Illinois delegates 
to Baltimore in 1912 and voted for Wood- 
row Wilson when Sullivan swung the 
Illinois vote solid to the New Jersey can- 
didate. Campbell has signed a written 
indorsement of the Sullivan candidacy. 


Shuman an “Original.” 

Mr. Shuman, who now is directing the 
Stringer movement on advices direct from 
Washington, was one of the original WII- 
son men in Illinois in the presidentia! pri- 
mary. Harry M. Pindell, the Peoria ed- 
itor, was the other one that claimed ex- 
clusive use of the word “ original.”

CAMPAIGN PUBLICITY REFORM. 

If the disclosures of Mulhall were to resuirt 
merely in the resignation of McDermott and even 
the latter’s permanent retirement from public life 
it would be indeed a case of the mountain laboring 
and bringing forth a little ridiculous mouse, Me- 
Dermott never shoujd have been sent to congress,

The case is that of a young man who was 
killed at a motordrome in Cleveland when help- 
ing to pull a fallen motorcycle driver from the 
path of other machines, The insurance company 
refused to pay the policy, on the ground that he 
exposed himself to unnecessary risk. His widow 
sued, the lower courts gave judgment for her, 
but the company appealed. 

Surely it would be against public policy if a 
premium should be put upon cowardice. Sup- 
pose the man and his wife had been in a boat 
and she had fallen overboard. Would the insur- 
ance company hold that he should have said: 
“TI am exceedingly sorry, but I cannot save you, 
as that would invalidate my aceident policy in 
the event that I drowned"? 

In other words, must a man who carries acci- 
dent insurance never play the hero unless he is 
positive that hig heroism will involve absolute 
safety for himself? Such a ruling would re- 
verse the opinion of Emerson that “it is man’s 
perdition te be safe when for the truth he ought 
to die,” ale 

But no matter what the Supreme court of Ohio 
may hold in this particular case, some risks in 
life will still be worth more than $600, even if 
an insurance company cannot afford to take 
them. P

WHAT AILS THE COLONEL? 


A GUESS, 

HE newspaper stories tell us that 

T. R., while in Brazil, had an in- 

fected wound and a malaria! fever. 

Since his return he has had oc- 

casional spells. While he was in 
England a throat specialist advised him 
to give his throat a prolonged rest. Last 
week his physician found an enlarged 
spleen. Beyond these facts I have no in- 
formation. 

Why this enlarged spleen? It is not 
due to septicemia from the wound; he 
is not sick enough. It is not due to kala 
azar, or tropical splenomegaly, or tropi- 
cal enlargement of the spleen. He might 
have picked up kala azar when in Africa, 
but he eacaped. I have never heard of 
kala azar in Brazil, and he was too nor- 
mal after his African trip to have had an 
infection of kala azar with long periods 
of intermittence. 


~o— 

The best guess is that T. R. has chronic 
malarial infection. He hasanague, In 
his internal organs are resting resisting 
forms of the malarial parasite, but not 
the form that causes chills. From this 
form of parasite the chill producing 
forms, the asexual parasites, are pro- 
duced from time to time. 

Whenever his blood is dosed with 200,- 
000,000 parasites of this chill producing 
form he has an attack of fever. Where- 
upon he takes plenty of quinine, kills 
off the asexual parasite and is rid of 
his fever. 

The quinine, however, does not poison 
the parasites in his spleen and internal 
organs. After a certain interval they 
again flood his blood with asexual forms 
and cause another attack of fever.

Anopheles mosquitoes biting him would 

be liable to become infected and to pass 

the infection on to some other person. 

No one is more capable of infecting mos- 

quitoes than the ague-cake swamper, and 
T. R. is now one. 


~~ 
Will he get well? Yes. Completely? 
Yes. Quickly? No. 

The malarial organism in its resting 
stage is not poisoned by quinine. Or- 
ganisms in that stage cause the spleen 
to enlarge. The organisms in the fever 
causing stage are killed by quinine. 
The resting stage organisms must sooner 
or later be converted into the other stage, 
unless they die of old age, which most 
of them do in a few weeks. 

T. R. is not being constantly reinfected 
through mosquito bites. In thia he dif- 
fers from the ordinary swamper. There- 
fore all he has to do is to kill off the 
present organisms or force them to die 
of old age. The age of a malarial para- 
site is measured by days. Malarial or- 
ganisms are as old at forty days asisa 
man at 70 years. 

All that T, R. has to do is to stand at 
the rat hole with quinine and swat the 
young parasites as they flow into the 
blood stream.

After that he might give 
an occasional round of quinine, but it

a year or two to clean up his infection 
entirely, but there should be very little 
left in him after Sept. 1.

possibility of reinfection until he has 
cleared this one up.

Tobacco chewers may use in addition to 
the quinine tfeatment some chewing gum 
to which a small amount of gentian root 
has been added. The patient should, as 
far as possible, avoid places and associa- 
tions where tobacco is used until the cure 
is well established. w,

The name will be sought !n vain in those 
pages of the current issues of the Al- 
manach de Gotha that are devoted to 
the enumeration of the members of the 
sovereign house of Hapsburg. Nor will it 
be found in any other official list of the 
reigning family of Austria-Hungary for 
the year 1914. In fact, he has vanished 
therefrom just as much as if he were dead. 

He is now known as Ferdinand Burg, 
without any title whatsoeever, and di- 
vides his time between Munich and the 
Italian lake shore town of Lugano. 

The territory of the dual empire has 
been forbidden to him by his uncle, Em-

Up to the time of Ferdinand’s renunci- 
ation of his imperial status to wed her 
she had always kept in the background, 
though a striking figure in her plain black 
but perfectly fitting dress, and showed so 
much tact and discretion that few were 
aware of the fact that she was the fiancée 
of an archduke, although they had an 
inkling that he was involved in some ro- 
mance. 

It is only fair to the ex-archduke to 
state that, unlike Archduke John, who 
perished at sea, as Johann Orth, and the 
disreputable ex-Archduke Leopold, now 
known as Leopold Wolfling, he has never 
given the slightest trouble to his uncle, 
the emperor, and that his life has béen 
wholly free from any reproach. 

He was a good soldier, and he com- 
manded as major general an infantry bri- 
gade at Prague. 

In resigning his commission and sever- 
ing his connection with the Austro-Hun- 
garian army at the time of his renuncia- 
tion of his title ‘As archduke, Ferdinand 
also resigned hig honorary colonelcies in 
the Russian, Prussian, and Saxon armies,

It is known that in spite of the emperor 
compelling his only surviving nephew to 
live abroad, and to refrain from inhab- 
iting his picturesque castle of Rothep- 
stein, near Meran, he feels kindly toward 
him, and would already have permitted

Countess of Meran, while another in- 
stance was that of the late Archduke 
Henry, whose actress wife, Leopoldine 
Hofmann, received the title of Countess 
Waideck. 

Neither Archduke Henry nor Archduke 
John was required to renounce his im- 
perial status and titles, nor to expatriate 
himsif on account of his mesalliance.

One of the most remarkable things in 
connection with the recent tragedy at 
Sarajevo is the extraordinary result 
which it has had upon the 84 year old em- 
peror. 

During the greater part of the spring 
and early summer he was so ill that his 
recovery was despaired of, particularly 
taking into account his advanced age. 
Even after the crisis was passed his con- 
valescence was slow and was signalized 
by a lack of vitality which alarmed his 
physicians and his ministers. 

The news of the murder of his nephew 
and heir seems to have had the 
effect upon him of some strong electrica) 
shock. It apparently impressed him with 
the idea that in view of the youth and in- 
experience of the new heir presumptive, 
Archduke Charles Francis, it was neces- 
sary that he resume with a strong hand 
full charge of the ship of state, which he 
had partially abandoned to his murdered 
nephew. 

The result is that today he conveys the 
impression of being more mentally and 
physically vigorous than ever, and to 
have taken on a new lease of life.

This is of inestimable importance, not 
only to his own subjects, but to the other 
nations of Europe, and to the cause of 
peace. 

The old emperor is determined that as 
long as he reigns there shall be no decia- 
ration of war by his government. On two 
notable occasions in recent years, when 
his generals, his ministers, and the mem- 
bers of his house, chief among them the 
late Archduke Francis Ferdinand, were 
pressing for war, in councils of the crown 
held to determine the momentous ques- 
tion as to whether the gates of the tem- 
ple of Janus were to remain closed or to 
be opened, he almost alone argued in 
favor of peace, and vetoed the over- 
whelming vote in favor of war, declaring 
that he would have none, if he could help 
it, as long as he remained alive. 

He added, in addressing the archdukes 
present, that he was in a better position 
than any of them to realise the horrors of 
war, having gone through three cam- 
paigns against Italy and the war against 
Prussia, besides the rebellion in Hungary

It is one of our 
sewers with sufficient grade to make it prac- 
tically self-cleansing and outfalls into the 
five foot trunk sewer in North avenue. _, 
This sewer could hardly be in better condi- 
tion, as he will find if he should take the trouble 
to unlid any of its manholes and examine it.

Editors Aid Defense. 

Pierre Mortier, editor of Gil Blas, cor- 
roborated previous evidence ad to the 
overwrought nerves of Mme. Caillaux and 
to her knowledge that the Figaro was 
about to publish sensational revelations. 

He was followed by three other jour- 
nalists, M. du Barry, editor of Journée 
Republicane; Albert Livet, manager of 
the Radical; and Robert Le Court, editor 
of the Courrier du Parlement, who de- 
clared that they had been informed that 
the Figaro intended to publish other let- 
ters after the “Thy Joe’”’ letter, but 
when pressed by the presiding judge and

plea of ** professional secrecy.” 

The distinguished scientist, Paul Pain- 
leye, declared he had been told by the 
banker Gaston Dreyfus that the Figaro 
was going to publish a number of private 
letters. Leon Bailby, editor of In- 
transigeant, related how M. Calmette had 
read the Fabre report on the Rochette 
affair at a dinner of a few friends, say- 
ing, as he replaced it in his pocketbook: 

‘I always keep it on me; one never 
knows what may happen.” 


‘“‘Didn’t Intend to Kill,” 

Mme. Madeleine Guillemard, a lifelong 
fiiend of Mme, Caillaux, who gaw her on 
the night before the tragedy, said: 

** She was quite calm. In my opinion her 
act was unconscious. She never intended 
to kill.”* 

Mme. Caillaux interposed during tre 
ceposition and said that Mme. Guille- 
mard was the only person to whom she 
had shown the two letters and Mme, 
Guillemard would bear her out that they 
were perfectly correct in tone and the 
letters of a well bred man. 

’* That I swear to,”’ answered the wit- 
nuts, raising her hand.

The investigation was brought about by 
Charles E. Erbstein, counsel for the con- 
victed man. Erbatein introduced effi- 
davity in whieh Levy admitted perjury, 

Levy was an eye witness of the slaying 
of Hetme Jacobs of 8506 West Twelfth 
street by hig neighbor, ‘Simmons. 


Admits False Statements. 

Judge Kersten called Lavy to the stana. 
There the witness again admitted the 
perjury, and said relatives of the dead 
man had asked him to testify falsely, and 
that later, when he was moved to tell 
the truth, they threatened him with per- 
jury prosecution. 

" You testified that you saw the sister 
of the defendant have a club in her hand 
and strike several people. Was that true 
or untrue?” Erbstein demanded. 

“It was untrite."’ 

* You testified that you saw Simmons 
shoot Mr. Jacobs without any provoca- 
tion, Was that true or untrue!” 

“It was untrue.”’ 

“What did happen.’ 


Tells True Account, 

"Mr. Jacobs and his son Nathan were 
beating Mr. Simmons when Jacobs was 
shot,” Leyy said, ‘“ They had him onthe 
ground and when he succeeded in getting 
up he warned them to siay away from 
him or he would shoot them, and he fired 
two shots in the air, but they came at him® 
with a club and he shot in self-defense." 

On cross examination by Marvin 
Barnhart, assistant state’s attorney, 
Levy denied that he had asked the Jacobs 
family for $1,000. He said that they had 
asked him to give false testimony the 
same night of the killing, and admitted 
that he had given perjured testimony at 
the coroner's inquest as well. 

The investigation was continued to 
today.

URGE STATE BUY MORE 
LAND FOR ITS CAPITOL. 


Illinois Art Commission Against 
Building Wings to Statehouse at 
Springfield. 


Springfield, Il., July 22.—[Special.)}~ 
The Illinois art commission has prepared 
a report to Gov. Dunne embracing its 
views with reference to providing addi- 
tional office space for state departments, 
in which it declares againet byilding addi- 
tions to the statehouse. 

Instead of attempting to enlarge the 
wings of that structure and destroying 
ite architectural lines, the commission 
would have the state acquire additional 
property and erect buildings as they are 
needed. It recommends the purchase of 
four blocks lying directly south of the 
eapitol. 

Some years ago there was prepared a 
plan for platting a large extengion to the 
capitol grounds and erecting new build- 
ings. This contemplated the condemna- 
tion of a large tract, the closing of sev- 
eral streets, depression of railway tracks, 
and other extensive and expensive im- 
provements in the vicinity of the capitol. 
| This plan was dismiseed as impracticable, 
‘and the commission adopted the simple 
expedient of geiting a single tract on the 
south which can be made avaliable by re- 
moving a few inexpensive buildings.

BLOODSHED IN RUSS STRIKR' 


Cossacks and Workers Battle 
in Capital; Many Shot. 


UNREST SWEEPS COUNTRY. 


Estimated That 200,000 Men Al. 
ready Have Struck. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, July 22,—The strike 
situation in Russia took on a very serious 
aspect today when armed conflicts oc- 
curred in the streets and resulted in the 
wounding of many police, Cossacks, and 
strikers. 

One hundred and fifty street cars were 
smashed, numerous automobiles and 
trade carte were overturned, and several 
shops were looted. Many shopkeepers 
closed their places, fearing plunder. 


Passenger Train Held Up, 

Just outside the capital a passenger 
train on the coast line to Finland was 
held up by strikers. The engineer was 
forced to quit the locomotive under threat 
of being shot and the passengers were al} 
driven out of the cars. 

The strikers, who numbered 800, then 
proceeded to cut down the telegraph 
poles and rajse obstructions on the tracks. 

A detachment of cossacks and gen- 
darmes arrived quickly and drove off the 
wreckers. Traffic was then resumed, but 
every train was convoyed by a locomo- 
tive with an armed escort. 


Strike Sweeps Country. 

At Riga the strike movement was re- 
ported to be spreading, and it was said 
that 40,000 men in that city had struck, 
while in many other cities in all parts of 
the empire thousands of men were re- 
ported to have left their employment. 

Workmen in many trades have joined in 
the movement, and it was estimated this 
morning that 200,000 men had laid down 
their pools, 


Plans to Repress Strike. 

It is understood that the government is 
preparing to adopt stern measures for 
the repression of strike disorders, which 
are considered to have a political rather 
than an industrial origin. The employers 
are in favor of a lockout, but have decided 
to wait another twenty-four hours before 
taking such a step. 

It is alleged that the “ poisoning com- 
mittee '' which caueed such havoc among 
the women in the rubber factories during 
a previous strike is again at work. and 
many factory employés already are inthe 
hospitals suffering from the effects of the 
fumes of some volgtile chemical sub- 
stance,

The congress will come to an end after 
the great procession of the blessed secra- 
ment with a mass celebrated by Cardina) 
Granito @i Belmonte-Gennaro, the per- 
sonal envoy from Pope Pius x. 


Ten to Be Used. 

Services, formal or otherwise, will be 
held in ten languages in every church, 
chapel, and hall in Lourdes. A choir of 
200 priests will intone the chants, and 
another great choir of 1,000 voices will 
make the music an important feature of 
the congress. ’ 

Receptions and conclaves, pilgrimages, 
visitations and cures will fill up the time 
between the formal resolutions of the 
congress, 

The present congress is the first to be 
held in France since the separation of 
the state from the church, and derives 
additional interest from the fact that the 
first eucharistic congress was held in 
France at Lille, twenty five years ago.

SARDINES ON TOAST.—There are a 
great number of waya of preparing this 
lunch dish. The simplest way, one as 
acceptable as any, is to heat them up in 
a little olive oil and serve them extremely 
hot on strips of toast with a little lamon 
juice squeezed over them. The heating 
brings out their flavor and makes them 
almost like fresh fish. They may be 
heated in butter, but oil is better, if of 
good quality. When it is not conventent 
to make toast, the fish may be served on 
crackers, but this preparation is more 
palatable if the crackers are at least 
heated and buttered. Instead of heating 
each separately the crackers may be 
buttered, strips of sardines laid upon 
them and lightly buttered, then sprinkled 
with paprika and a few drops of lemon 
juice, and the whole heated on a broiler, 
This method of preparing them is only 
or etrong stomachs. Hot butter is not 
digestible; ofl is more so. Instead of 
bread or crackers, slices of cold rice, 
hominy, or mush may be dipped in milk

As to his plans for himself, he said that 
he wanted to establish military colonies 
throughout the country, where he could 
train young men to be soldiers. He 
planned that in these colonies the young 
men should devote three days a week to 
their military studies and driils, and the 
rest of the week to developing and im- 
proving the land. Already, he said, he 
had sent forty-two young men up to Cali- 
fornia to be educated, and he hoped soon 
to send 300 more’to the states on the same

When he was asked if he had much 
money he anawered that he didn't have 
a cent of his own, and that everything 
he had was for his army and for the 
poor. 

It is said that he distributes nearly a 
million pesos a month to the latter, which 
sum, at the present rate of exchange, is 
about $250,000 in gold. This action would 
seem to verify his attitude of genuine 
sympathy for the destitute, even if the 
money thus given is turned out in large 
quantities by the printing press in Chi- 
huahua.

CHRISTIANIA) July 22.—Franklin B. 
Gunther, secretary of the American lega- 
tion, today made)\the following statement 
regarding allegations made by Norwegian 
papers that he assaulted the harbor mas- 
ter of Christiania several days ago when 
that official ordered the steam yacht 
Pauline, on which Mr. Gunther was a 
guest, to shift its anchorage:

There are two principal reasons why 
the mosquito should be exterminated. 
First, because it is a common and dan- 
serous medium of infection; second, be- 
cause its bite is exceedingly annoying 
and seriously interferes with the com- 
fort of those who are unfortunate enough 
to reside in districts infected with the 
insect, not to mention the effect on com- 
mercial value of lands and home sites 
where mosquitoes are allowed to propa- 
gate with gross negligence. 

The various methods so far discussed 
have embraced only materia] means for 
hte destruction of the larvae, such as 
olling and the epreading of larvacide, 
with little mention of the natural ele 
ments that aid in the destruction of the 
pest 


Writes of Natural Enemies. 
The subject of natural enemies is 
brought to the front in the following let- 
ter from W. 8. Moffatt, who writes: 
“In considering methoas of mosquito 
extermination we ahould not overlook the 
activities of those unobtrusive little ani- 
mals, the spiders. They feed largely on 
flies, plant lice, and adult mosquitoes, In 
a cobweb one morning I counted 132 adult 
mosquitoes, which I have every reason 
to believe were captured during a single 
might, as these webs are renewed daily 
during the spiders ‘ busy season.’ "’ 


Spiders Kill Many Mosquitoes,

Natural Enemies Named, 

However, there are natural enemies of 
the mosquito that may be well worth 
mentioning—namely: the larve of the 
common dragon fly. This *ype of insect 
propagates in the same places as do 
mosquitoes, and in precisely the same 
way. 

The eggs hatch tnto larve similar in 
all appearances to the mosquito wrigglier. 

These larve feed entirely on the larve 
of the mosquito and other insects that 
fall into the water in which they are 
nursed. Whole districts containing pools 
of water are free from mosquitoes as a 
result of these larve being present in 
large quantities. 


“Back Swimmers” Destructive. 

In a great many pools is to be found 
what commonly is called 4 “ back swim- 
mer.” It is a small black bug having 
only two flat legs, with which it propels 
itself through water. It swims on its 
back entirely, with its eyes diverted to- 
ward the bed of the pool, that it may de- 
tect larve of any kind. 

Under the category of natural enemies 
may be mentioned birds of all typea.

New York, July 22.—Despite the injec-

New York, July 22.—[{Special.]—The 
heavy outpouring of Rock Island trust 4s 
today may have been in part liquidation 
from selling hands. But the movement 
Was @ prompt and conclusive answer to 
the loud objections made to the reor- 
ganization plan now abandoned. 

The former plan may have been hard 
on the bondholders in that they were 
asked to surrender a portion of their 
equity to the stockholders of the holding 
company in return for an assessment. 

At any rate, one feature of the former 
arrangement made it comparatively easy 
for the small holder of the collateral trust 
bonds. He was not required to put up 
any money to preserve his interest in the 
company unless he wished to do 80. 

If, as now seems not unlikely, the bond- 
holders, after obtaining the sole owner- 
ship to the old railway stock, are re- 
quired to subscribe all the new money 
necessary to rehabilitate the property 
through a big assessment, there undoubt- 
edly will be many small holders who will 
be compelled to sell out altogether at the 
present low prices. If the objections to 
the plan were as widely held as has been 
claimed the fall in the bonds reflects any- 
thing but relief at fits failure to g0 
through.

Practically all of the old Rock Island 
railway stock was deposited as security 
for the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad collateral trust 4s.
